Laft night the Turkith miniffry received important dif- 
patches fiom the Pacha of Khodes. They biing advice 
iaat feveral Fieuch frigates had armved at that ifland, which 
lad Lceu feized bythe Pacha, according to ihe ordere late- 
ly from the Giaad Seiguer. The Pacha lias like wile waal- 
mitted the following inteliigence, 

The Engiith Admual Neiion, having appeared unex- 
pectediy belovse the haibor of Alexaudvia, found there the 
French fleet, aad unmediately atiacked it, The French 
Admital’s fhip, on board’ uf which buonaparte had been, 
took fire and was entirely confumed. The Freuch frigates 
whieh eicaped into the open ica, were wot aware that the 
Porte was taonimically difpoied towards France, and chat 
boltiimies had already commenced. They therefore came 
to anchor in the harbor of Riodes, d were inimec ! 
confifcated. From the Capiain of thefe trigaies, the Pacha 
of Rhodes received the account of the defhuction of the 
French fleet, and the principal circumilances of that event. 
The Porte immediately communicated this untelhgeace, by 
their imterpreter, to the forciga minifters, This dey the 
Englifh mimiter, Sir Speacer Smith, Yeeeived the con- 
firmation of this account. 

With retpect to ihe army of Buonaparte, we have re- 
ceived the fullowing intelligence :---It had for a time 
maintained a pofition between Rofetia and Cairo; but fud- 
denly retreated to Damietta, Ju the vicinity of this towa 
the Freach were attacked by an army of 20,000 Arabs, 
the greater part cavalry, under the command of Muitapha 
Bey, and two other Beys, An obitinate battle enfued, 
and the Arabs fay, in their account cranfmitted to the Pa- 
cha of Damafcus, that they forced the enemy to retire with 
coaliderabie lofs, and that the Fiencly afterwards made a 
ftand a few leagues from Damietia. Thele accounts do 
not fay why Buonaparte, at firit, inftead of advancing a-
